Pus Honourable Gentleman comes among them 
again, tells them that he can forefee if fome People’s 
Meafures are purfued, all -mult ead in Confufion ; that 
they ought to confider they were igiving themfelves 
a fecret Stab, whilft they were fo imtent win wounding 
the Bank; that they were {pending their Time as if 
they did not know that it was neceflary fomething 


fhould be done; that he defired they would come to 


fome Refolution, and that as a Company, they would 


not fet themfelves againit the Government, nor as Ji- 
dividuals cenfure the Conduct of Ministers. 

AFTER all this Pomp of Eloquence, and this Variety 
of Pathos, it'muilt aftonfh Mankind, and confound the 
Belief of Ages to come, that the fame Authority as 
pleaded far this Compofition, thould be cited to prove 
that fuch a Conclufion of the Contra& was the moft 
wicked Meafure in the World, and that it was a Crime 
in Sir R — W to oblige that Company to fuch 
an Agreement, whom Mr. P had laboured with 
his moft winning Rhetorick to perfuade even to the 
fame Agreement. 

TuHese are the Abfurdities and Immoralities of this 
fenfelefs and fhamelefs Accufation., Mr. A — pie 
proc res the Companies to meet purpofely to have this 
Contract made, begs Sir R —— to intercede 
with the Bank, and to affift them in drawing the Agree- 
ment. At the Dittance of Fifteen Years afterwards, he 
ftarts up as an Evidence, to prove that Sir R —~ 
WV was guilty ofdrawipga Paper, at his Defire, for 
his Prefervation, and in his Compahy, which Paper 
he honettly pocketed, to prove a Charge in Times to 
come, againit a Gentleman whom he prevailed on to 
draw it even for his own Advantage. 

THe virtuous Mr. 4 thus proves the Great 
Perfon’s Guilt in the Tranfaction of the Contra?. Mr. 
P —~-— isto prove how wicked he was in the Com- 
pofition of it. After the Ends of it had been defeated, 
this Honourable Perfon (as hath already been recited at 
large, and I can never be weary of repeating ii) comes 
into the General Court of the South Sea Company, 
declares ita better Bargainthan many which they had been 
undone by ; tha: it was binding, yet that the Performance 
of it was not to be infilted on; that he was not for 
pufoing Things to Extremities ; that they mult not be 
fevere, for they might want Mercy themfelves ; that 
intemperate Mea{ures would do them Harm ; that to 
compound with the Bank would do them Good ; that 
they fhould wound themfelves by ftriking violently, 
and that in wounding the Bank, they fhould give them- 
felves a fecret Stab. Yet the Name of this Honourable 
Perfan is cited on all Occafions againft this Compofition, 
as @ Fraud upon.the Publick, an Injuftice to the South 
Sea Company, and a Crime of an high Nature. In 
fhort, Mr. A Bit procures the making of the 
Bank Contraé, and then charges Sir R — W—— 
with all Wickednefs in making it. Mr. P per- 
fuades the South Sea Company, to treat in Order to 
the Breaking of it, and then charges Sir R W—~ 
with all Wickednefs in breaking it. Who can be fafe 
after this in any Company with the one, or in any 
Concert with che other; when One is capable of car- 
rying away from fuch Company, 44s of own bis Pro- 
curement, as Lividence to Joad the Names of thofe with 
Infamy, whom he drew into them ; and when rue 
oTHeR is capable of blackening any Man’s Repu- 
tation, for Meafures which were taken fo much by his 
own Judgment, that he made himfelf the Orator in 
recommending, and the Jn/frument in promoting them. 

Was it ever imputed to Sir R W. , that he 
gained a Farthing by any Part of this Tranfaétion ? 
that the Comtraé? was made or diflolved for his Frohe 
or Advantage ? And yet is it fuggeited, that he could 
have wicked Views where he could have no poflible 
Intereft. Mr. Craggs (I mean the Elder) the Collegue 
of Mr. A Bre, both in Sin and Punifhment, 
comes to the General Court with fuch Gratitade and 
Veneration for this Contra, that he declares if any 
SALVATION Came to them, it mult be fom the Bazé4,

been unilone by. “Thus when Gt was expected to anfwer 
the Ends propofed, it wasmagnified as SAL vation 
FROM Eigaven ; and whemit was quite defeated, it 
was excufed as better than many that had been made. If 
we now believe Mr. 4 =~~— , it was Wickednefs of 
the deepeft Dye in its Original. If we now believe 
Mr. P » it was worfe than all others in its Con- 
clafion. For God’s Sake whom or what fhal! we be- 
lieve ? Shall we credit the Gentlemen in one Year ér 
another, in 1720 or 1735, or at any Time, or at no 
‘Time, or in what Way thalf we reconcile fach different 
Contradittions ? ; 


As we can conclude nothing from the Opinions of 
Perfons, who blow bot or ald, juit as it ferves their 


Humour, their [nteret, their Envy, or their Revenge, 
Let us confider the Merits of the thing itfelf, and judge 
what the Great Perfon, or “indeed any Perfon, could 
honeitly and wifely have done in this Situation. 

He was called to a Meeting with the then Minifters 
of State, and a Committee of Dire@ors from each 
Company A ———- Bie was Patron ofthe South 
Sea Company; Sir R --e~ W—— of the Bawx. 
Stock was falling from its Mountain Height ; theSellers 
abundantly more numerous than the Buyers. The 
whole World were in the utmoit DifraGion. - An 
hundsed Families were ruined with every Variation. 
The Nation had never tele’ fuch a Shock before ; and 
all wifhed, but none knew how to give them Relief in 
this altonifhing Conjuncture, 

In this Diitreis and Confufion all Mens Eyes were 
fixed upon the Bank, — the wife and wealthy Bank of 
England. \.very one cried, ‘the Bank is able to help 
* us; if they buy our Stock, it will fix the Price of 
‘ the Market. .No Body will be afraid to keep in, if 
* the-Bank comes in 5 but.all will ftrive to get out, if 
‘ the Bank refufe to truit themfelves in the fame 
‘ Bottom.’ | 

THis was the Reafoning on the Part of the South 
Sea Company. On the Part of Mr. A pie and 
his Friends it was argued in an higher Strain ; * What, 
* will you, who are the King’s Friends, not ule your 
‘ Influence with the Bank to prevent fuch Confufion as 
‘ may endanger the Government itlelf? The hing is 

abroad, ——-—- The World feems a]moft ac an End 3 

and the Faces of all Men ieem as if they expected the 

lait Judgment. And thould nothing be done 
to abaie their Terrors, who can fay what may not be 
the Confequence !’ 

ly then the Great Perfor, who was fo ftrongly befet, 
had refuled to have given his Advice that the Banke 
fhould affift the South Sea Company, what would have 
been faid ? A Million of Reproaches muft have fallen 
upon him, who had Power to relieve the Calamity, 
and yet refufed to try what could be done. It would 
then have been confidently affirmed, that had he advi- 
fed a Compliance, the publick Credit would have been 
revived, the Fears of Men would have beén fatisfied, 
and the Confufion at an End; or that, if it could not 
have kept the Stock from falling, it would, at leaft, 
have made the Fall gentle, gradual, and eafy; the” 
Kingdom would not have been undone in a Day ; Men 
would have had Time to have looked out for other 
Flelps ; and the Violence of their Ruin would not have 
been fo terrible. As tothe Bank, i aveuld have bien 
faid, Means might have been found to make them 
fate and eafy, however it might have happened that 
what they came into for our Sake fhould tend to the 
Sacrifice of themfelves. Thus would this Affair have 
been cominented on to the End of Time, afd infnite 


Blame imputed to the Great Perfom, had he flood in 
Obitru€ion to fuch a Propofition. 


Weut then, the Bargain is made, the Bank Con. 
tract is agreed on, and that Company are to buy a 
Quantity of South Sea Stock at 400 per Cent. Does this 
keep up publick Credit, or fix the Market Price, of 
fave the Stock from finking? No. — The Minds of 
all Men were fo far poffefied with Fear and Defpair, 
as made it impraéticable to revive their Hopes, or to 
replace their Con m any Security. This wag 
the Event, and this only to be’ known fro thé 
Event. All Men were ftill felling ‘out, tho’ the Banks 
were buying in. The Bank then, ig feems, cannot 
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fave you. 
to ruin the Bank, becaufe they cannot fave You ? 

Lar st now be judged what was Sir R —— W—'s 
Part which he ought to have acted in Honour and Con- 
fcience. Was he who, by wearifom%e Importunity, 
had been himfelf drawn into the Propofition ; was he 
to interpofe to rivet the Chain on the Bank, which 
mutt tie them down to Deftruétion? And when the 
End failed for which the Bank had coniented, was it 


__ “Bis Duty to compel them to Terms of Rigour, Seve- 


rity, and Ruin? When all Men were labouring to 
eafe themfelves of their Contracts ; when the Parlia- 
ment itfelf was trying, by all Expedients, to alleviate 
the Burden of private Contracts; was be to force the 
Bank from taking thofe Advantages which they could 
fly to in their Attempts to extricate themfelves from 
Ruin? Or rather, was de not in Honour and Huma- 
nity bound to affiit and favour the Bank, that Company 
whom the South Sea Company had made him inftru- 
mental in bringing into fuch a Misfortune ? And as he 
had prevailed with them to come into a Meafure, which 
eventually threatened them with Deftruction, could he 
do lefs than to affiit them in their Difficulties, and, if 
poffible, to bring them out of their Dittrefs ? 

Tart it then in another Light. Suppofe he had 
compelled them, by his Credit in Parliament, to a ri- 
gorous Performance of thear Contraét, and thereby had 
( for that muft have been the inevitable Confequence ) 
ruined the Banx oF EnGuanp, this too after all the 
Calamities of the South Sea Company 5 does not every 
Man fhudder at the Thought of fuch a Procedure ? 
And is Sir R-——~- W to be cenfured for not 
doing what he muft have been univerfally condemn- 
ed for, if he had done? 

Tus is the Dilemma to which the Adverfary is re- 
duced on the Occafion. If it be clearly fhewn that the 
Great Perjon neither could, nor ought to have forced 
a Performance of the Contract ; it is then faid, 
We dot condemn him for breaking /f, but for making 
it. 1f it be thewn by what irrefiltible Importunities, 
Clamours and Supplications, he was drawn in to 
make. it ; it is then faid, 4% do not condemn 
him for making #7, but for breaking it. So that 
we are brought to a See-/aw of Words, about breaking 
and making, and making and breaking, without under- 
ftanding any thing of Faéis, other than that Mr. 
A ————Biz procured it to be made, and that Mr. 
P -—y earneftly advifed that it might be broken, 
whilt Sir R———— W”———— is charged by the frit 
with having made, and by the lait with having broke it. 

For myielf, I will make no Compliments to the 
Great -Perfon; but if any Minifter were to arife, whom 
J thould love and honour, as all Minilters mutt expect 
Oppofition, and mut encounter Adveriaries, I wouid 
with him fuch an one to oppofe bim, who having been an 
Lnjirument of bis Power, can Scarcely attack a Meafure 
wherein he hath not employed his own Hand, and can 
chufe no Confederate in his Oppofition, who hath not 
been marked with publick Infamy, even by his own 
Vote; an Adverfary who fhall charge the Minitter 
whom he oppofes, with Blunders in the Conduét of 
Foreign Affairs, and prove it by the Evidence of one 
that fled from his Country for felling its Honour, and 
facrificing its Intereits to a foreign Enemy ; — an Adver- 
fary who thall charge him with wicked Management of 
the publick Revenue, and prove it by the Evidence of 
one itigmatized by Law for Breach of Truf? in the Ma- 
nagement of the fame Revenue, and declared by 4@ of 
Parliament to have been GuiLty of the mof dangerous 
and moft infamous Corruptions. 

lv fuch an Adverfary ever fhall arife an Accufer in the 
Face of a Kingdom, with fuch Evidence to fupport 
him, as could not be honeltly or legally admitted in 
any Court of Juitice ; if he thall prompr this {candalous 
Evidence, either by Ais own Example on the like Occa- 
fions, or his Arguments (no Matter which) to break 
the facred Ties of private Truft and private Converfa- 

tion ; to pretend to trump up Papers in Proof of a 
Cu which Papers were confefiedly drawn by his 
own Procurement, for bis own Benefit, in a Meeting of 
dis own Sollicitation, and molt perfidiow/y turn thole 
Papers againft that Hand which he entreated to draw 
them: I will then indeed own, that fuch a Miniiter 
hath fuch Adverfaries as he ought to account a Part of 
his Triumph ; they will gain to him all the honeft 
Men in the World, who abhor the bafeit ‘I'reachery, 
and the blackeft Infamy. The Arts they ufe to make 
bim odious will be recorded with Indignation in the 
Minds of Men, which will preferve the Memory of 


_ them, even as long as the national Monuments endure, 


by which their publick Jniguities are perpetuated to the 

lateit Times.
